In case the satchel is found do doubt 
many new. clues will be developed, as it 
is expiated that Zurn had most of her 
letters in that valise, if she had not de- 
stroyed them. 


Thomas Dukes, the lover of the dead 


girl, is in Decatur at present, and will 
remain here until to-morrow. He was 
seen by a KEPUBLWAN reporter to-day. 
Tom says the blauk-hearted man who 
butchered Zura deserves the worst pun- 
ishment that can be meted out to him, 
and he hopes that it will be swift and 
sure. Tom is not a stranger in Deoatur, 
though Ma home is in Indiana. He is a 
brother of William Dukes, of Lincoln, 
whose wife is a sister of the murdered 
girl.

Zura Used Tobacco.

Znra Burns was a lover of cigars and to- 
bacco, and that she smoked five and ten- 
centers and a pipe as well, but always on 
the sly. She would get off by herself 
and smoke and always had a supply of 
cigars and tobacco on hand, which she 
stored away in one of her satchels. She 
took all her luggage away with her when 
she left Deoatur, on Sept. 4th. 


Valuable Horses Killed. 


Henry Terrell and two other appraisers 


from the vicinity of Benrsdale, appeared 
before Justice Albert this forenoon, and 
made oath to the value of three horses 
killed by the Deoatur bound train on the 
P., D. & E. road, near Bcarsdale, last 
Saturday night.

THE LINCOLN MYSTERY. 


Mooney on Trial for Murder. 


Michael Mooney, who was sent to the 


penitentiary for two years from this coun- 
ty in May, 1882, is now on trial in the 
circuit court at Joliet, for the murder of 
his cell-mate. 
Mooney and a partner 


named Barnett slept together in Mrs. 
Hutchison's ' boarding house, on the 
Levee, one night in February, 1882, and 
Mike getting up first, made off with Bar- 
nefct'a' $25 watcb, a @5 chain, a $5 charm 
and other articles. He was arrested by 
Officers Broekway and Acker, and in May 
of that year the prisoner went up for lar- 
ceny. In the prison at Joliet, on May 
30th, of the present year, a keeper heard 
screams coming from a cell on the top 
gallery. He hurried to the spot and there 
found John Anderson, Mooney's cell- 
mate, on his knees before the door,clutch- 
iug the bars. Anderson pointed to his 
throat, but was unable to speak, and Jell 
back dead. The body of the convict was 
found to be covered with stabs and cuts, 
the head, neck and chest exhibiting a 
dozen wounds, any one of which would 
have been fatal. There were thirty-one 
separate wounds on the dead man's per- 
son. Mooney pretended to be asleep and 
to know nothing about the manner of 
his cell-mate's death.

Mooney said 
he had taken the knife to the cell to cut 
his tobacco with, and had placed it upon 
the shelf, where Anderson had /found it 
and inflicted the stabs upon himself. 
Traces of blood were found on Mooney's 
hands and under his finger nails, for 
which he could give no satisfactory ex- 
planation. John Anderson was sentenced 
from Chicago on a one-year sentence, in 
February last,

—The Reeling Amonjf the People. 


Pilgrim Detectives Visit Decatur In the 


Interest of Carpenter.

Zura Burns murder case given before the 
coroner's jury at Lincoln, yesterday and 
last night. Below we give the develop- 
ments made to-day:

The feeling in the Znra Burns case is 


observed to-day to be less unfavorable to 
Carpenter, who is yet in prison, keeping 
quiet upon the advice of his counsel, 
Beach & Hodnett and Col. Lynch. 


THE JOEY. 


The coroner's 
jury assembled this 


morning. 


The first witness examined wos Fred. 


Hutchins, Carpenter's stable boy, who 
was reported as having, been spirited 
away. He was absent from the town 
only half a day when he went into the 
country. He testified that he fed the 
horse on Saturday and Sunday evenings, 
Oct. 13 and 14; that the horse was not 
out of stable on Sunday, to his knowl- 
edge, and that he was never expected to 
nnhitoh the horse and put away the rig 
at night. 


D. A. Eeed, a builder, testified that he 


lived 250 feet from Carpenter's residence; 
that at 8 o'clock a. m. Sunday, Oct. 14, 
Carpenter came to his house to engage 
him to do some woik. Witness observed 
that Carpenter seemed unduly excited 
and talked loud. 


William Pegram, who boarded in a 


house opposite Carpenter's grain office, 
testified that he saw a light in Carpen- 
ter's office Saturday and Sunday nights 
as late as 9 o'clock. Mr. Pegram was 
corroborated by John Long, Bobort Grif- 
fith and Thomas Eeed. 


A druggist at Hartsburg, where Car- 


penter has another grain elevator, testi- 
fied that on Monday morning, Oct. 15, 
(the morning that the body of Misa Burns 
was discovered) he saw Mr. Carpenter at 
Hartsburg in his buggy. It was the first 
time he had ever seen C. there on a Mon- 
day morning and in a buggy. 


Tha jury then adjourned until 9 a. m.

A GENERAL SBAIiOH. 


The sheriff and a large body of men are

It is un- 
derstood that his defense will be to estab- 
lish an alibi. 


ABOUT OABPBNTEB. 


A telegram from Lincoln says: Mr. 


Orrin A. Carpenter came to this place 
five years ago. Previous to that he had 
been on a farm a few miles out of the city 
towards Hartsburg for twenty years. He 
was born in the east, He is generally 
credited with being the wealthiest man in 
Lincoln, but just what the extent of his 
fortune is no one but himself can proba- 
bly tell. He still owns his farm and a 
good deal of valuable land in the vicinity 
of the town. Since coming here to live 
he is known to have accumulated a for- 
tune in the grain business. He owns a 
large elevator standing near the Chicago, 
St. Louis and Alton railroad tracks, a lit- 
tle north of the depot. He also ran a 
grain elevator at Harteburg in connection 
with a partner, but the latter retired late- 
ly, owing to ill health, and the business 
at that place is being wound up. Mr. 
Carpenter's residence is a modest frame 
building standing near tho northwestern 
edge of the town. In front is one of the 
most beautiful and well kept lawns in 
Lincoln. On the alley in the rear is his 
barn, an extensive structure, containing 
several wagons and buggies. All the sur- 
roundings, in fact, indicate that the owner 
is a man of wealth. Mr. Caupehter has 
a wits and two daughters, 


Mrs. 
B. J. Carpenter, of this city 


alleges that on Sept. 4th, the day that 
Zura Burns and her brother went to St. 
Elmo, Zura went to Linn & Scruggs' 
store and purchased a bolt of bleached 
muslin, many yards of gingham and cal- 
ico, hosiery and thread. These purchases 
were made after Zura received a letter 
from Lincoln, in which Zura said there 
wns money. On July 16th, Mrs. Carpen- 
ter remembers that Zura bought a black 
silk dress pattern of 16 yards, at Linn & 
Scruggs' establishment. She went to the 
store alone each time, and purchased the 
goods. Mrs. 0. further states that Zura, 
on July 16th, when she left Lincoln, 
brought with her a blue silk dress pat- 
tern, which she told Mrs. O. had been 
given her by O. A. Carpenter. Zura stat- 
ed Carpenter had bought the dress pat- 
tern for her in Chicago on April 12tb, at 
which time he purchased patterns off tbe 
same piece for his two daughters. 


Mr. Miller, a detective from Lincoln, 


arrived in Decatur yesterday. He is con- 
nected with the Burns mystery, and came 
here in the interest of Mr. Carpenter, the 
accused, now in jail. It appears that the 
defense has realized that Carpenter will 
be put upon the defense by the action of 
the coroner's jury, and they have already 
commenced to investigate the private 
records of thdse who have given damag- 
ing testimony against the accused. There 
are several servant girls in Deeatur who 
knew Zura Burns, and most of them have 
been seen by Carpenter's friends. The 
blonde detective stopped at the New 
Deming while in Decatur, and left for 
Lincoln early this morning. 


Detective Bittenhouse passed through 


Decatnr last evening, en route for Spring- 
field. He will probably take in the situ- 
ation at Lincoln before returning to 
Champaign.

THE STATE REUNION. 


Glowing Speeches by Gov. Hamil- 


ton, Gen. Oglesby, Gen. Pavey, 


Oapt. Bowell and Others. 


Deoatur'a Welcome Spoken by 


Judge Nelson. 


The Meetinsrs of Yesterday and To-Day. 


Front Ttiurtday'i Daily. 


WEDNESDAY—jUFTEBNOON, 


The exercises proper of the annual re- 


union of the Illinois State Association of 
Union Ex-Prisoners of War began at the 
tabernacle in the presence of a gieat au- 
dience of veterans, ex-prisoners and citi- 
zens. 


Called to order at 3:30 by W. W. Low- 


dermilk, president of the association, who 
congratulated the members upon the 
prospect of a pleasant reunion, and intro- 
duced Bev. W. S. Orissey, who offered 
prayer. 


In the absence of the Tnscola Glee 


Club, which was on the programme for a 
song, the band played a selection, after 
which Hon. W. E. Nelson was introduced, 
who, 
on behalf of Mayor Chambers, wel- 


comed the association to the city. The 
speaker expressed his great satisfaction 
at being made the medium of bidding the 
members welcome to Deoatur. He spoke 
of the memories which this meeting re- 
called, and referred to the stirring scenes 
of 1861, when the tocsin of war sounded 
throughout the land. 
Then the bell's 


alarm and the drum and fife called the 
peaceful citizens to anus, The men be- 
fore him were a part of those whom that 
alarm called to arms, and they were a 
part of the history of those times. During 
the war that followed the members of the 
association boie their full shais, and 
among those present were men who had 
Buffered the trials of prison life. He 
welcomed them to Decatur, and on behalf 
of the citizens bid them a hearty greeting. 
He congratulated them upon the auspi- 
cious circumstances under which they 
met, 
and contrasted the past with the 


present, and congratulated the members 
that the integrity of the Union was estab 
lished by the efforts o£ the army of which 
they were a part, and that slavery had 
been abolished and the brotherhood of 
all races recognized. 
The flag of the 


Union now floats unfettered from ocean 
to ocean, and from the lakes to the gulf. 
It is under these happy circumstances 
that they went together to-day, and who 
does not rejoice that this is so? He did 
not come to make a speech. 
Others 


were here to do that. He saw on the 
platform the governor of Illinois (cheers), 
and he would address them. He saw also 
another—"Dick" Oglesby, (loud and pro- 
longed cheers), and was glad to observe 
his name on the programme. With some 
other graceful and eloquent remarks the 
Judge took his seat amid hearty applause. 


GOVERNOR HAMILTON. 


The chair then introduced Gov. Hamil- 


ton, 
who expressed his thanks for the 


honor of being called on to welcome the 
members on behalf of the State of Illi- 
nois. He f el t, however, that he was stand- 
ing before the very majesty of history, 
when he beheld before him those who 
had been snatched, as it were, from those 
charnel houses of hell—confederate pris- 
ons. He was glad to bid them welcome. 
Their coming together brought to mmcl 
not only the painful recollections of the 
past, but those still more painful memo- 
ries that cluster around the history of 
those who suffered in prison. The people 
of this country are beginning to better 
appreciate their heroic deeds and inde- 
scribable sufleriugs. The country could 
not. do so at the close of the war—it re- 
quired time to bring them to a full reali- 
zation of the horrors of Andersonville, 
and Libby and Salisbury. The men be- 
fore him lived in a stirring period of the 
world's history. The governor rapidly 
and eloquently went over the questions 
which produced the war and the effects 
which spring from their settlement. In 
passing he drew a graphic picture of the 
scenes which the days of 1861 witnessed, 
Our nation had twice astonished the 
word—first, when an army that might 
have whipped those of Czesar, Napoleon 
and Wellington combined sprang into 
being as if by magic; and again, when 
that 
great 
army, after winning the 


victory, melted into the peaceful pursuits 
of life without creating a ripple. The 
governor referred to the fact that the 
government had not yet fully recognized 
its obligation to the prisoners of war. 
They ought to be remembered by a spe- 
cial pension, and he hoped they would 
get it. (Cheers.) The governor closed with 
an eloquent peroration, and was enthusi- 
astically applauded. 


The chair then introduced 


cnssr. o. w. PAVET, 


of Mt. Vernon, who said he was not capa- 
ble of replying to two such speeches as 
he hod heard, for they were about the best 
he had ever heard. He accepted the wel- 
come tendered; if Decatur had anything 
to eat, he thought they could be depend- 
ed on. He thanked God that he was stall 
alive in this glorious year, 1883, and he 
had often thanked God that he had lived 
in 1861, and was old enough to go into 
the war. He was glad tehre were good 
women in those days. The boys thought 
they had suffered, but the wives and 
mothers suffered for themselves and for 
the boys at the front as well. General 
Pavey made a most eloquent effort, refer- 
ring to the sufferings which the prisoners 
were willing to undergo rather than turn 
their baoka upon the flag. He was fre- 
quently applauded and closed amid a 
storm of applause. 
The ohair next introduced Mr. John 


MoElroy, of Toledo, Ohio, the author of 
the "History of Andersonville, and, man- 
aging editor of the Toledo Blade, who 
spoke of the pleasure of meeting so many 
of his comrades. Though now a resident 
of Ohio, he served in an Illinois regiment, 
and he was proud of her. 
Oapt E. P. Boberts, of Springfield, was 


next 
introduced, 
and proceeded to 


read the story of his capture, imprison- 
ment and escape—a very interesting nar- 
ration, which was listened to with much 
attention. 
After the appointment of some commit- 


tees the convention adjourned. 


TEE EVENING MEETING. 


There were enough ex-prisoners and 


veteran soldiers, all members of various 
Grand Army Posts, in the city ia the ev- 
ening to fill the tabernacle, but citizens 
and their ladies came out in goodly num- 
bers and helped pack the building. On 
the stRge,were Gov. Hamilton, Secretary 
Dement, Ex-Gov. Oglesby, President and 
Vice President Lowdermilk and Miller. 
Mayor Chambers, Hon. J. J. Peddeoord 
and .ladies, Hon. A. T. Hill, Eev. D. P. 
Bunn, Oapt M. F. Kenan and many oth- 
ers, while directly in front of the stage, 
sat Comrade John W. January, the vet- 
eran who lost his feet in Andersonville 
prison. The gathering was one of marked 
enthusiasm as was witnessed by the sing- 
ing of 'Tramp, Tramp, Tramp" "March- 
ing Through Georgia" and other war 
songs, for which the G. A. R band furn- 
ished accompaniment, and when gallant 
old Dick Oglesby appeared upon the 
stage cheer upon cheer came up from alj 
parts of the vast audience. After the ap- 
plause had subsided, President Lowiler- 
milk presented 


GEN. B. J. OalESBY, 


and then there were more noisy expres- 
sions of delight from the old soldiers. 
The General talked for an hour and fifty 
minutes, making a speech that command- 
ed the undivided attention of his hearers, 
who frequently interrupted him by gen- 
eral applause and expressions of hearty 
approval o! sentiments expressed. Lim- 
ited space precludes a full synopsis of the 
General's eloquent effort. ID the begin- 
ning he laid the foundation for a lengthy 
address by speaking of the laws of war, 
that have existed between nations, partic- 
ularly those which existed during the late 
rebellion and he denounced in emphatic 
terms the action of the Eichmond govern- 
ment, Jefl Davis, aided by such men as 
Wirz, Winder and others, in trying to put 
an end to the war by ill-treating, starving 
and torturing Union prisoners in such 
dena as Andersonville, Libby, Bolle Isle, 
Florence and other prisons. Said the 
General. The people generally do not 
understand the full scope of your mean- 
ing when you say we are ex-prisoners of 
war. Some of us fellows were not pris- 
oners (laughter and Thank God you were 
not.) Why do you hold these reunions- 
are they to advertise your wounds and 
Bufferings? There are good reasons for 
these meetings. They are praise-worthy 
nud honorable. Men suy we are ex-pris- 
oners, Why? Because pur brave boys, 
some of whom are now in this audience, 
were made the victims of the dev- 
elish 
policy pursued 
by 
the eon- 


federates, 
when 
they 
found 
they 


could not whip the north by shoot- 
ing, and so they commenced to wickedly 
and shamefully and brutally and murder- 
ously treat Union prisoners. They were 
made the instruments of hate aad spite 
and torture by the Rsbele, and thut's why 
these few survivors are here to-night. 
They have a right to organize. They are 
different from al! other ex-pnsonera ever 
heard of in all history. Here the General 
gave a description of Andersonville, the 
vile stockade on a hillside in Georgia, be- 
gun in January, 186% and finished in 
February, a pen 1510 feet long and 750 
feet wide. Across one end of this enclo- 
sure withouta roof, ran, or rather crept, a 
sluggish stream, five feet wide and six 
inches deep, and around the pen were 
stationed 52 armed SBnfeLoels who killed 
no less than 300 famishing prisoners who 
reached across the dead-hne to get a sup 
of fresh water. In this pen up to May 1, 
'64 were placed 12,400 Union prisoners, 
and up to August of that year there were 
imprisoned 35,000, and all these men were 
tortured for 18 long months to put down 
the war. Think of the rations given the 
prisoners at AndersonviUe and Belle Isle 
and Saulsbury and Florence. Sometimes 
each man got only two ounces of beef or 
bacon, a sickly sweet potatoe and 2J£ 
ounces of corn bread, cob and all, and no 
more; no pepper, no salt, no sauce, no 
cream, no pepper-sauce, no tea, no butter, 
no oleomargerine—no nothing. During 
the war the Federals captured, all told, 
222,000 Rebels and held them as prison- 
ers and treated them decently. The Reb- 
els captured 126,000 Union prisoners, 
Only one in every 8% of the Rebel pris- 
oners died in our custody, and most of 
those from wounds received in battle. 
Bat history also shows that one in every 
three of the Federal prisoners died in 
Rebel pens, and in Andersonvillei it is a 
matter of record that 8 died an hour. The 
dead were hauled away in wagons and 
buried injj ditches without coffins—gone 
into the ground with no mark above the 
mound to tell who had been interred. 
More Union prisoners died in Rebel pens 
and now fill unmarked graves than there 
were Rebels who died in Federal prisons, 
and 6,000 more. The General also de- 
scribed a few of the punishments visited 
upon Union prisoners, and as they were 
told veterans in the audience endorsed all 
that was said by nods and words of ap- 
proval. The General, in closing, spoke of 
the grand success of the Grand Army of 
the Republic in restoring the flag over 
the nation, and again referred to the ex- 
pnsoners as a grand feature of the late 
civil war. You taught the south a good 
lesson and they like you for it, and my 
prediction is there will not be another 
war in this country for centuries. We'll 
see no mote prisoners. Take care of your- 
selves, boys. Live as long as you can. 
Ton have done well, nnd the generous 
American people will do the fair thing 
by you all. The General closed by de- 
claring that if the question was submit- 
ted to the people every one of them would 
vote a pension to every veteran who 
served in the late war, whether he was 
sick a day or not, and as be took his seat 
there wes great cheering which was slow 
to stop. 
Mrs. Martha A. Burdick, of Centralia, 


whose brother died in Andersonville, and 
whose husband was a prisoner in the 
same pen, read a beautiful and eloquent 
poem, entitled "War Times, from a Wo- 
man's Standpoint." It was composed by 
Mrs. Burdick, and was read with excel- 
lent effect Copies of the poem were sold 
at the door at 10 cents each. 


OAPT. 3. H. BOWEKL, 


of Bloomington, our congressman, made 
the closing speech of the evening, and 
spoke for 25 minutes. He began by stat- 
ing that he felt that he had no business 
to stand upon the same platform with 
Gen. Oglesby the same evening and at- 
tempt to make a speech, but as he pro- 
gressed he warmed up with his subject 
In reference to the deeds of the soldiers 
in battle he became quite eloquent, and 
was encouraged by hearty applause. He 
spoke specially of the ex-prisoners and 
their sufferings, and said that the nation 
owed to those-who made sacrifices that 
they did not expect nor contract to make, 
that each be made the same man he was 
when he went to the front, and the gov- 
ernment would do it in granting just pen- 
sions. He closed by hoping that all pres- 
ent would go home with the saine patient 
hope and trust that they had during the 
late struggle, and by-and-by all will be 
lighted as it should be. [Loud applause.] 


After a few announcements had been 


made by Gen. Pavey, Viee-President Mil- 
ler and J. H. Pike, the meeting adjourned 


THURSDAY'S PROCEEDINGS. 


THE BUSINESS MBEIING. 


The association convened this morning 


about 10 o'clock, Capt. Lowdermilk of 
Springfield, presiding. Oapt E. R. Rob- 
erts, from the conference committee, read 
report urging the passage ot the Robinson 
bill, No. 968, providing for the placing 
upon the pension rolls alljwhn were pris- 
oners of war, between the first of May 1863 
and the first of May 1865. ' The report 
was unanimously adopted. The following 
is the bill: 


'Be It enacted t>y tbe Senate and House of 
Representatives of the United States ot Amer- 
ica In Congress assembled. That the Seoro- 
trry of the Interior be, and is hereby author- 
ized and directed to place on tne pension roll 
tue names of such officers, soldiers and ma- 
rines who, while in the service of the United 
States, and while in the line of their duty, -were 
taken prisoners of war and as such confined 
In the so-called Confederate prisons between 
the 1st of May eighteen hundred and sixty- 
three and the 1st of May eighteen hundred and 
sixty-five, as follows: 


"All who were prisoners of war two months 
and less than six months, one-half pension ; 
thoae who were prisoners of war six months, 
ana less than twelve months, a three-fourths 
pension, and all such as were prisoners of war 
twelve months and more thun twelve months, 
a total pension. And, furthermore, such sur- 
viving prisoners of war shall receive $2 a day 
for each and every day's confinement in said 
confederate military prisons Provided, that 
such pensions shall in each cnse begin from 
the date of the passage of this act, and shall be 
pai 1 at the same time and In the same manner 
as other pensions are now paid. And provid- 
ed further, that this act ahall not entitle any 
person to draw more than one pension, but 
that such survirors of the so-called confeder- 
ate military prisons as are entitled and aie re- 
ceiving- a pension at the time of the passage of 
this act shall be entitled to the Increase of 
their pensions which this act may grant them." 


DELEGATES APPOINTED. 


Capt. E. R. Roberts, of Springfield, 


moved that a committee of three be ap- 
pointed to select delegates to the National 
Convention. Comrades Roberts, Bassett 
and Berlin were appointed such commit- 
tee. 


The committee reported as follows: 


Gen. C. W, Pavey, of Jeflerson; Copt. W, 
W. Lowdermiik, of Sangamon; Capt. I. 
H. Pike, of McLean; 0. C. George, of- 
Ohristian, and James A. Miller. Alter. 
nates— N. C. Pace, W, L. Gardner, E. H. 
Miner, Geo. A. Wilson and Dr. C. F. 
Demsey. 


Comrade Gardner offered a resolution, 


which was adopted, endorsing the organ- 
ization known as the "Sons of Veterans," 


EXPEDIENCE MEETING.

The association then proceeded to the 


election of officers. Capt. W. W, Low- 
dermilk, of Sangamon county, was by a 
unanimous vote elected president On 
motion, all the old officers were re-elected 
as follows: vice-president, James A Mil- 
ler, Decatur; secretary, Edwin H. Minor, 
Bloomington; treasurer, 0. C. George, 
Blackburn; chaplain, John H. Coates, 
Winchester. 


Comrade Loomis presented resolutions 


endorsing the administration and rulings 
of Hon. W. W. Dudley, commissioner of 
pensions. 


Comrade Pike, of MoLepn, opposed the 


resolutions. He said he would never vote 
for the resolutions as long as a rebel cop- 
perhead held a commission from Commis- 
sioner Dudley to ferret out fraudulent 
pensioners in McLean county. 


Comrade Wilson moved to table the 


resolutions, which was promptly carried. 
It was then decided to hold the next 
meeting of the association at Springfield, 
the time to be hereafter fixed.

The two days reunion of the State 


Association of the Ex-Prisoners of War 
closed with patriotic songs and general 
handshakings at tbe tabernacle last night 
at 10 o'clock. The reunion brought to 
Decatur 235 ex-prisoners and scores of 
Grand Army Boys, and all were given 
suitable badges by the association, while 
our citizens generally gave all a hearty 
welcome. The reunion is voted a suoceas, 
and the splendid banquet at the Saint 
Nicholas, last night, given by the citizens 
to the ex-prisoners and invited guests, 
was a fitting close to the historical gath- 
ering. 


THURSDAY AFTBBNOOH. 


The afternoon of the last day of the 


annual reunion of the Illinois State Asso- 
ciation of Union Ex-Prisoners of War 
was given up to short talks from various 
comrades, on which occasion the taberna- 
cle wes filled by a great audience of com- 
rades, ladies and citizens. Tbe music for 
the afternoon was furnished by Good- 
man's cornet band, which played "Home, 
Sweet Home,'' with variations, "Rally 
Round the Flag, Boys," and other selee- 
tions.that fired the hearts of the old sol- 
diers. A letter was read from Major J. 
S. Hughes, of Springfield, expressing his 
regret at not being able to be present. 
"Blind Joe" was the title of a song sung 
by Comrade John W. Curry, of Co. F, 2d 
111., Artillery, who had both eyes knocked 
out by a ball, at the second battle of Bull 
Run. "We Drank from the same Can- 
teen" was the subject of a recitation by 
Comrade L. F. Muzzy, of Decatur. Com- 
rade Dr. George A. Wilson, of Peoria, 
who was a private in the 17th 111., Int for 
eighteen months, and for three years 
assistant surgeon ot the 14th 111., Cav., 
and a prisoner at Macon and Charleston, 
delivered a stirring address on the topic 
nearest the heart of the ex-prisoners— 
that if pensions are rightfully due them 
they will certainly be granted, Com- 
rade John McElroy, managing editor of 
the Toledo Blade, read a carefully pre- 
pared paper on the bravery and sufier- 
JDgs of old soldiers, particularly touch- 
ing upon tha tortures and hardships of 
the ex-prisoners. .The address was spiced 
with sentiment mat awakened general 
enthusiasm. 


Mrs. Bnrdiek read another original po- 


em, setting forth the suffering at the 
front and at home. 


Comrade C. T. Ives, of Arrowsmith, 


McLean county, led the audience in sing- 
ing "Marching Through Georgia," and 
all joined in the chorus with a will. 


Oapt I. H. Pike, of Bloomington, fol- 


lowed with an address about the barbar- 
ities practiced by the confederates dur- 
ing the war, and dwelt at length upon war 
history and upon his personal experience 
as a soldier and a prisoner at Anderson- 
ville. 


Musio—By the band. 
Comrade Bob. S. Patten, Co. B. 114th 
m. Vol. Inf., whose home is at Auburn, 
was called out to tell his experience as a 
prisoner at AndersonviUe, and he told it 
in a way that caused much laughter. 
Bob., like all ot the 35,000 in that pen, 
had a hard time. He wondered that he 
was yet alive to tell of his sufferings and 
those of his unfortunate comrades. 


Captain Sheridan, who was a prisoner 


at Tyler, Texas, dwelt at length in a gen- 
eral way on the sufferings of those who 
died and of those who lived to come out 
of the vile pens of disease and torture 
and death. He threw ia temperance talk 
that was heartily endorsed. 


RESOLUTIONS. 


Gen. Pavey presented n series ot ver- 


bal resolutions of thanks, one to John 
McElroy for his address, and another to 
Mrs. Burdiok for her poems. 


The following was read and adopted by 


a rising vote :

THE EVENING EXPERIENCE MEETING. 
The tabernacle was again completely 


filled with comrades and citizens. Presi- 
dent Lowdermilk presided. The exer- 
cises opened with singing "Tramp, Tramp, 
Tramp," with accompaniment by the G. 
A. R. band. 


Captain Pike, after a prefatory speech, 


presented 11 of the survivors ot the 16th 
111. Cavalry, a regiment of 320 members 
that was captured at Jpnesyille, Va., on 
Jan. 3, J884. All were imprisoned in An- 
dersonville where many died, 31 out of a 
company ot 62. But few of those who got 
out of the pen are now living. 


Comrade Harvey Smith, Co. E, 12th 


Iowa vol., of Waterloo, Ia, traveled 360 
miles to attend the reunion. He was pre- 
sented by the president and gave patriotic 
reminiscences of the war. He spoke of 
the comments of the press in some locali- 
ties about the publication of the roll of 
pensioners, said newspapers intimating 
that there were fraudulent pensioners on 
the rolls. The speaker was anxious to 
see the lists, not out of idle curiosity, but 
to look upon the roll of honor.

Comrade John W. January, who left his 


feet in Andersonville prison, was presented 
by the president. Mr. January is a veteran 
who endured all it was possible for is 
human being to suffer and live, and he a 
known far and wide among old soldiers. 
He was a prisoner in Andersonville many 
months and was as thoroughly familiar 
with ite horrors as are our fellow towns- 
men, 
Comrades D. M. Berlin, J. PA. 


Miller, and others, 
who were also 


confined 
in the 
same filthy pen. 


After talking awhile of the ladies and 
their acts and words of encouragement of 
hope and cheer during the struggle, the 
speaker stopped to say: "Comrades, words 
can't express what we feel on these occa- 
sions," and then he partly described the 
scenes of suffering and death in Auder- 
sonville. By special request, Comrade 
January told the pathetic story of the 
loss of his feet He was in Anderson ville 
10 months. 
He went in weighing 165 


pounds, and came out weighing only 45, 
For three months in Andersonville he 
was down with the swamp fever, and un- 
conscious the whole of thai time. While 
sick and exposed, gangrene took hold of 
his feet and did its dreadful work. He 
was removed to the hospital at Florence, 
carried there by two comrades, Morgan 
Dick and Thomas Crinnigan, (both were 
presented to the audience), but the sur- 
geons wouldn't do anything for him. 
Finally January got a case-knife from a 
nurse and cut the cords of the limbs near 
the ankle, and after awhile the feet drop- 
ped off, leaving the bones protruding five 
inches. From Florence he was taken to 
the hospital in New York harbor, where 
he remained until his discharge, a remark- 
able case of a man saving his legs and 
losing his feet without amputation. The 
touching recital was interspersed with 
witty incidents that seemed to be a little 
out of place, but did not detract from the 
force of the story. The bones of January's 
limbs are broken off five inches above the 
ankles, and were 12 years healing. He 
now weighs 185 pounds.

Many of the 
boys traveled hundreds of miles to attend 
this meeting, which has been a historical 
lesson to all. The impressions made by 
this gathering will be remembered for 
years and will not die out. In concluding 
the General offered verbal resolutions, 
thanking the mayor, council, citizens, the 
ladies, and everybody else who had con- 
contributed to the success of the gather- 
ing.

Mrs. Carpenter said that during her

The Business Situation. 


New York Nation. 


The general trade and financial 


situation presents more conflicting 
features than usual. 
At tbe West 


there has been ior several weeks, 
and h yet, a larger movement of 
grain and cattle to market than in 
the same period of last year, and in 
some particulars even larger than in 
1881, which was the 'year of the 
greatest crops on record. This has 
stimulated 
various branches 
of 


mercantile trade in that part of the 
country. 
But the great lines of in- 


dustry embraced in the iron trade 
are still as depressed as they have 
been at any time in the past year. 
The production of both coal and iron 
has been in excess of the demand, 
which the redaction of $1 per ton on 
pig-iron does not seem to improve, 
and, though the coal trade is expe 
riencmg the usual activity incident 
to the beginning 6f cold weather, the 
fact that the product of the anthra 
cite coal companies has been 2,000, 
000 tons (or 10 per cent) greater in 
the nine months to October 1, 1883, 
than in the same period in 1882, 
without any corresponding increase 
of demand, is given as a reason for 
trie probable curtailment of the pro- 
duction 
during the next 
three 


months. 
The railroad eainings for 


September were good, and showed a 
gam of 8 per cent over those of Sep 
tember, 1882—not quite equal to the 
increase of mileage. 
Confidence in 


railroad property has, however, been 
greatly 
shaken. 
Bailway stocks 


have declined steadily for months, 
and in 
the past week the de 


cline in some stocks has at times 
been almost 
panicky 
Bailroad 


bonds have been a little stronger 
than the stocks, but even m these,* 
and especially in the speculative 
bonds, the decline has been large 
Money is abundant—abnormally so 
for loan on collateral security, at 
rates lower than have ever prevailed 
at this season of the year. At the 
same time more capital la being turn 
ed out of investment m Government 
bonds by the repeated calls for moie

The excitement at Lincoln 
over the case is intense.

stitutional, and as directly defeating 
the law against polygamy by making 
the registry of marriages accessible 
only to members of the church.

conclusion, Governor Murray says: 


Half-way measures will not an- 


swer and delay is dangerous. Inno- 
cent blood of Mormon and American 
will eventually be shed in establish- 
ing good government in Utah and 
the vast adjoining territory of the 
West being occupied by this power. 
Time will not and cannot prove the 
remedy. I now ask that all laws 
passed by Congress be repealed, and 
if it be the purpose to overlook 
crime against the flag, and the lesser 
crime against the law, polygamy, 
that it should be officially determin- 
ed and announced, in order that the 
people of this great region may 
know what to expect and how te ar- 
range their family and business af- 
fairs. 
If, o'Q the other hand, the 


country proposes to see that its laws 
are executed and its authority recog- 
nized by all alike and everywhere, 
then I respectfully suggest the fol- 
lowing: 


Under the Edmunds law the Utah 


Commission has returned a monoga- 
mous Legislature, which meets in 
January nest. If the Legislature 
fails to repeal in full all laws passed 
by former Legislatures respecting 
the establishment of religion, to re- 
peal all statutes under which laws of 
Congress have been nullified, and to 
pass laws forbidding polygamy and 
punishing any person who solemiaes 
what is termed a plural marriage, to 
provide for neglected and deserving 
wives, and fail, (as other Legislatures 
have done) to bestow the right of 
dower, or its equivalent, and fail to 
recognize iu their labors the author- 
ity of the United States as the abso- 
lute political power; then that Con- 
gress shall repeal that section of the 
organic acts establishing such 
a 


body and assume control in the 
government here. 
This it has, be- 


yond question, the right to do, und 
this I believe its duty to do without 
delay, beyond the ending of the next 
Territorial Legislature.
